early morning at 
this season of the year may depress the 
holiday-maker, he need not despai", for the 
old saying assures us that ‘‘ Oft a little morn- 
ing rain foretells a pleasant day.” In 
Northern freland such showers in the middle 
of fine weather are en of as “ the harden- 
ing of the drought,” and by some are more 
picturesquely: described as “the pride of the 
morning. 

The clouds provide many indications of 
what. we may expect in the near future, The 
old saw is well known—* Mackerel sky, 
mackerel sky; never long wet, never long 
dry **; while another version puts a time-limit 
to the dryness by saying, ‘‘ Mackerel sky, 
twenty-four hours dry.” Even -the merest 
novice in the art of forecasting knows that it 
is hopeless to expect settled conditions when 
white clouds pile up overhead, no matter how 
blue the sky or how bright the sun. The old 
rhyme says :— 

“* When clouds stand up like castle towers 
The earth’s refreshed by frequent showers,” 
but .it is comforting to remember that “a 
sunshiny shower seldom Jasts half an hour.” 

The wisps of clouds known as mares’ tails 
or goat’s hair are a sure sign of storm, and 
an old almanac of ths year 1700 tells us, 
among other quaint rules, that ““ White and 
ragged clouds appearing like horses’ manes 
and tails, foretelleth great winds, even as 
the sailors long have said :— 

“‘Shagged clouds, like an old mare's tail, 

Make lofty ships to carry low sail.” 

Birds an foretell the weather. The 
quacking of ducks, the shrill cry of the pea- 
cock, and the appearance of the little birds 
known as “Willie Wagtails ” are all ominous, 
and seagulls flying inland convey a warning 
to the weather-wise. 

“ Beagull, seagull, stay on the strand : 
It’s never fine weather when you're on 
the land. 

Most people believe that the crowing of 
cocks indicates fair weather; but an old 
Scotch rhyms informs us that :-— 

“If the cock goes crowing to bed 

He’s sure to rise with a watery head.” 

Amateur weather prophets often base their 
forecasts on the colour of the sky, and pin 
their faith to such predictions as:— 

“A red sky at night is the shepherd’s 

delight :

MABKETING AND CHOICE 
OF FOODS.

E— 


N marketing, the housewife should under- 
| stand the choice of foods and their food 
value. She should also learn to know 
how fish, meat and poultry should look and 
feel when in the best con ne tg and how to 
judge the freshness of vegetables and’ fruit. 


She should observe, too, what foods are in’ 


season and their current prices. 

The fat and lean of bacon should be well 
intermingled. The fat should be white, and 
lean not too red. -“Too much redness denotes 
saltpetre. The rind should be thin and smooth. 

Beef should be of a bright red colour, with 
the fat and lean well.proportioned—the fat of 
a creamy colour, The smell:should be fresh, 
and the flesh not too dark. 

The flesh of mutton should -be paler than 
that of beef. Small boned mutton is best. 

The fat of pork should be free from 
kernels. The same rules as for choosing 
bacon. 

If you have a store- -room, buy in large 
quantities of flour. It should not be too 
white. The smell should be fresh and nutty. 
Avoid dark grey fl-ur, which denotes the 
presence of impurities. 

Fruit for stoning must be dry. Buy it in 
large quantities in the early autumn. Fruit 
for preserving should be rather under-ripe 
than over-ripe. For table use it must never 
be over-rip>. 

Owing to its volatile constituents, coffee 
should. be bought in small quantities, and 
keep in an air-1 ght tin You can test, the 
purity of coffee by putting a little in cold 
water. The chicory. will go to the bottom 
and colour the ‘liquid; the coffee will float on

LANDOWNER’S APPEAL 
AGAINST PROVISIONAL ORDER 


(BEFORE JUDGE DROMGOOLE.) 

Mr. A. G. Ringwood, of Corduft House, 
near Blanchardstown, appealed against a pro- 
visional order of the Local Government, De- 
partment, under which it. was proposed to 
erect five Jabourers’ cottages on a part of his 
lands. The site was selected by the North 
Dublin Rural District Council. The labourers 
of the district. objected to the site as being 
unsuitable by. reason of its. distance from 
the church and the schools, as well as the 
moisture of the ground, and the want of a 
drinking water supply. 

Mr. Ringwood objected to the cottages 
being placed on his land because they would 
interfere with the amenities of the residence, 
and reduce the value of the entire holding. 
‘He pointed out that there were several other 
possible sites in the neighbourhood which 
would have been far more suitable to the 
prospective tenants of the cottages. 

Mr. Edwin Bradbury, architect, who in- 
spected the site, gave it as his opinion that 
it wasstéo muddy and moist, and that the 
absence of a water supply was a serious draw- 
back. There were other more. suitable sites 
in the district. : i 

Edward Smith, labourer,. who; ‘among 
others, signed a petition against the proposal 
to place the cottages on the site that was 
selected, said that he would not live in any 
house on that site because of its dampness, 
absence of drinking water, and distance from 
his place of employment. 

John Coleman, labourer, said that he at 
present lived in a thatched cottage in the 
village of Blanchardstown, and, althowgh the 
. noof was leaky, he would rather remain in it 
than go into a new’ cottage on the proposed 
site, : | 1 

Asked the reason why, the witness said: 

‘* Because I would be up to my knees in mu 
in winter, and in the summe? I would not 
have any water to drink.” 
Mr. J. P.-Conry, Clerk to the - District 
Council, stated that. the Selection Com- 
mittee considered that the site was suitable. 
Only five cottages out of twenty were pro- 
posed to be erected on Mr. Ringwood’s land.

REQUIREMENTS OF THE 
LONDON MARKET.

The Wexford Meat Factory directors, who, 
since the start of the embargo on Continental 
pork imports into England, have been ship- 
ping pork to London, have taken a further 
step to impress upon pig-feeders the advan- 
tages which are offered with the new develop- 
ment in the meat trade. Recognition of the 
directors’ enterprise was shown yesterday, 
when a large gathering was present for the 
first ofthe series of competitions that is to. 
be h for the best pig of the pork type. 


are being offered for the animals which will 
be returned as the best by the judges in 


At yesterday’s exhibition the animals were 
judged alive by Messrs, D. Toomey, Chief 
Live Stock Inspector of the Department, and 
Mr. M.* Mathews, Manager of the factory. At 
the close of the judging addresses on the 
pork trade and its possibilities were delivered. 

Colonel C. M. Gibbon said that the result 
of the first pork exhibition held by the fac- 
tory should afford general satisfaction. The 
factory could claim to be the pioneers in the 
matter of establishing ~ this industry—or, 
rather, reviving an old one. As far as they 
kad gone there was undoubted proof that very 
satisfactory profit had been obtained from 
pork as compared with bacon; but they 
should not forget that Irish bacon topped the 
whole world’s markets. There was a bright 
opening for the pork trade, but it was-certain 
that their bacon trade would suffer unless 
they produced the pigs for pork over and 
above the number required for the bacon 
trade. He would strongly recommend every 
farmer, no matter how attractive the price of 
pork might be, to hold on to one or two 
young’ sows. 

EMBARGO TO CONTINUE. 

Referring to the growth in the breeding of 
pigs, Colonel Gibbon said that he knew that 
this year the number of premium boars were 
not sufficient to meet the demand. That 
showed that the farmers were increasing the 
number of their sows very rapidly. He had 
it from an authoritative source in London 
that there was no probability of the embargo 
being raised this year, or next year, or so 
long as the foot-and-mouth disease continued 
on the Continent. 

In conclusion, he said that the prices that 
were lately paid for pork supplied by the 
jlactory ranged roughly from 120s. to 125s., 
dead weight, which was very satisfactory, 
compared with the prices paid for bacon last 
week and the previous week. 

Mr. A. Hardie, manager of two London 
firms of salesmen, said that he would not be 
over-estimating the figure if he put the 
number of persons supplied from Smithfield 
at something like twelve millions. The 
Smithfield firms were looking around to see 
what existing sources of supply could be 


be found, and it was certainly gratifying to 
him to see the excellent display of live stock 
and dead meat exhibited at. the day’s show. 
He was of the opinion that the feeders and 
dealers in Ireland, if they had the will, were 
as capable as those in Holland and Den- 
mark. Irish producers and dealers, if they 
wished to make a success of the meat export 
business to Smithfield, should, above all, con- 
sider the requirements of the London con- 


sumer. 
LONDON’S REQUIREMENTS. 

He strongly appealed to all producers and 
deaiers in Ireland to turn their attention to 
the pork trade,.and to endeavour to produce 
a sizeable pig such as the London market 
required, and the most suitable was the 
animal weighing from 7Olbs. to 30lbs., dead 
weight. 

Mr. J. Johnston, of the Department of 
Agriculture, said that in 1925 the number of 
pigs handled in Smithfield was about one 
million, of which three-fourths were imported 
from Holland and the remainder supphed by 
Ireland or England. The carcases that had 
been sent from Wexford to Smithfield were 
fully up to the market requirements in every 
respect, and the condition in which they 
arrived on the market was reflected in the 
top prices obtained. The stablised Irish 
bacon trade, which was regarded as one of 
the natural industries, must be maintained.. 
There was no reason. why the two trades 
should not flourish side by side. The Irish 
pig breeder was in a happy position as re- 
gards the suitability’ of his stock for either 
trade, - | ei

He recognises the existence and presumes 
the continuance of tariffs, but argues that 
“ agricultural nations must not be deprived 
of the possibility ” of sé their produce. 
Like those representatives of industrial and 
mercantile Europe mentioned at the beginning

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desire that ““expotta of industrial products 
into agricultural . countries be rendered 
easier '—the European industrialists’ view 
again. Everything, however, develops out of 
the primary contention that the basis of the 
prices for agricultural produce must in all 
cases be cost of production. To reduce cost 
of production is thus the root of Dr. Laur’s 
theory, and the product itself the true 
standard of measurement. What views the 
representatives of the various countries who 
are invited to meet next May will have it is 
dificult to foresee. There is plenty of time 
for discussion in advance of the meeting, and 
if the ides (which, if complex in its afhlis. 
tions, is simple enough and concrete enough 
to appeal to practical intelligence) does 
nothing more it may prove a point of de- 
partnre for a clearer survey of the agricultural 
conditions -in the exporting countries of 
Furope. For such a survey is clearly needed. 
Sir Henry Rew, a noted authority, urges its 
importance for Great Britain. The statistics

Witness—The deepening of the channel to 
enable vessels drawing twenty feet to come 
to the quay, and a new dredger fit for the 
work of the harbour must be purchased to 
effect that. The cost of a suitable dredger 
and barges would be about £10,000, 

The witness went on to say that the Com- 
missioners had borrowed ,000 from the 
bank after the Board of Works had refused 
to advance a loan. That amount had. been 
paid off out of revenue, and the harbour 
was —T without debt. Recently the 
port charges nad been advanced by 100 per 
cent. pre-war, and that did not reduce the 
trade in any way.

AUDITUR’S ADDRESS. 

The Auditor (Mr. W. E. Hopkins), read a 
paper on '' Imperialism.” He said that, in 
view of the very Mars importance attaching 
to the Empire Conference, particularly in 
relation to the evolution and self-expression 

Trish nationality, he had chosen 
rialism,’’ in order to consider in its 
dest aspects the problem of authority in 
relation to freedom; the question whether a 
legitimate authority ‘s possible,, and the 
ossibility of its reconciliation with in- 
ividual liberty. In operoaceing the 
problem two fundamen considerations 
offered themselves. 

In the first place, if they held the. world 
to be the creation of God, they should 
affirm that behind the diversity of things 
there was an underlying unity; that this unity 
was a spiritual principle, and that the whole 
world was subject to law. But, upon the 
other hand, the whole yearning of the 
—— nature was for freedom. The 
should search then for a principle which would 
reconcile the fundamental fact of the con- 
sciousness of freedom with the all-embracing 
rule of law, and they could find it only in 
self-determination. From this they con- 
cluded that the only true liberty was self- 
determination in knowledge and action alike, 
and that man, “ if he is to be free must find 
himself in the object he knows and realise 
himself in the object to which he devotes 
himself.” 

Every principle of authority, therefore, to 
which a free man would accord willing 
obedience should be in some sense the object- 
tification of As gy omy, constituent in his own 
nature, so that the problem of government 
was fundamentally psychological. An axiom 
of Protagoras was: ‘‘ Man is the measure of 
all things.” From this axiom the Sophists 
had concluded that the criterion of reality 
was the senses, and ‘recently a well-known 
Irish — leader said: ‘* When I want 
to find out the wishes of the. Irish people 
I look into my own heart.” “‘Righteous- 
ness, said Aristotle, ‘‘ is the bond of men 
in States,” and thus government based upon 
a universally recognised standard of right 
rendered possible a principle of self-deter- 
mination, Jt was upon right and liberty 
that Imperialism could alone be justified. A 
morality which addressed the understanding 
only was incapable of any practical effect 
upon the mass of men; it was a soul without 
a body, and that false abstraction of the 
senses from the intellect and glorification of 
the latter at the expense of the former had 
been the parent of an abstract and one- 
sided expression of the principle of liberty. 

The sovereign authority of a universal Em- 
pire was incapable of directly achieving the 
self-determination of the individual; but, 
upon the other hand, the State, even amongst 
the Greeks, where it flourished under peculiar! 
favoured circumstances, scarcely appeare 
capable in itself of solving the problem of in- 
ternational relationship, and they were faced 
with the problem of reconciling the concep- 
tions of freedom, or self-determination and 
universality. 

NO SIMPLE SOLUTION. 

The problem was incapable of a simple 
solution. No one principle of government 
was capable of reconciling these oppositions, 
and they were compelled to male use of the 
great canon of reason upon which every 
reality must be based the principle, namely, 
of unity in diversity. 

The immediate price of government, 
that which would directly affect the in- 
dividual, should be the State; but the State 
was not only the objectification of the peculiar 
wsthetic nature of the individual, it was also 
the embodiment of the rational part of his 
nature, which Socrates and Plato demon- 
strated to be of universal validity. If, there- 
fore, they could realise a conception of Em- 
pire which would be the concrete embodiment 
of these universal principles, every State 
which embodied a true conception of liberty 
would find itself in the Empire, and the rela- 
tion of the Empire to its constituent States 
would be analagous to the relation between 
the State and the individuals which composed 
it, so that “the Empire is the: State of 
States.” 

With the various causes which contribute 
to the material development, of the British 
Empire they were not directly concerned; 
their main interest lay in the Empire as an 
expression of liberty, and in that reference 
its constitutional developments during the 
last 87 years had marked an epoch in the 
evolution of: civilisation. 

The factor in all previous Empires which 
ensured their destruction was their attempt 
to foist one culture upon the whole world, 
and, therefore, to suppress individuality; but 
16 was noteworthy that the salient feature 
of British rule had been the emphasis laid 
upon character rather than culture: upon the 
moral rather than the sesthetic side of civili- 
sation. It was not the purpose of the Em- 
pire to spread English or any other culture, 
anywhere, and its administrators had beeh 
grossly misguided in so far as they had pre- 
sumed (as in Ireland) to attempt it. 


A GREAT PRINCIPLE. 
If development was the most certain evi- 
dence of life, the healthy vitality of the Em- 
pire was demonstrated by the most remark- 


| able evolation of its component parts, which, 


in assuming full authority over the affairs 
which belonged to them as nations, left the 
Empire a great principle of international 
morality. It emphasised the principle of 
trusteeship; the moral obligation of the 
strong to protect the weaker, and the neces- 
sity of basing public policy upon those 
virtues which made life heautiful. In its in- 
sistence npon these the Empire was the fore- 
ground of civilisation. As the Crown was 
the symbol of Empire, they had in it the 
symbol also of the moral personality which 
they had seen the Empire to have become 
in the moment of its particularity; it was 
most natural and proper, therefore, that they 
should honour the King, and that to his 
person and throne should be accorded their 
affection, their veneration, and their loyalty. 

The latest phase in the expansion of the 
Empire had been the adding of another 
nation to those whose political life had 
evolved within her unity. Ireland—oldest 
of all in culture and youngest in political 
self-expression—had attained to a position 
of co-equality with the other States of the 
Empire and a voice in her councils, and the 
usa which those who represented their 
country would make of this unequalled op- 
portunity was a matter of deep concern to 
all Irishmen. It was a matter of deep 
moment that the voice of Ireland should be 
heard at this critical juncture in Imperial 
affairs, because they had seen that the true 
basis of ae should be the Christian 
ideals of Soul and Spirit, and they recalled 
with pride that, ever sicne the days of St, 
Patrick, Christianity had flourished here, 
undiminished through the 
darkest days of their history. - As soldiers, 
as statesmen, ag scientists and. as 
philosophers, their country and their Univer- 
sity had given of their best to fix. Imperial 
institutions upon an unperishable basis, so 
that they might take a legitimate pride in 
the portentous power of that magnificent 
ideal, the British Empire. (Applause.)

Sir Thomas Myles, in seconding the motion, 
said that Trinity students were just as 
enthusiastic and as eager to listen to a 
brilliant address to-day as they were fifty 
years ago. He knew that ple were misled 
by the thought of Imperialism. It was a 
magnificent idea. He had served under the 
Union Jack and followed it round the world. 
He was not ashamed of it, but he had no 
illusions about it. (Laughter.) He did not 
believe that the love of liberty that prevailed 
in the British Empire to-day existed from the 
foundation of the British Empire. Liberty 
was a fine idea, The happiest and most 
prosperous country of Europe to-day was 
Italy, governed by the despot, Mussolini. 
The difficulty, however, about despotism was 
that a successor could not be guaranteed. 
(Laughter.) Britain at the present time was 
only a nation in name. The United States 
of America was brought about as the result 
of a bloody war, and he hoped that a similar 
loss of! life on the battlefield would not be 
necessary to make Britain and its Common- 
wealth a united nation. 
The motion was passed. 


STATE V/ORSHIP. 

Professor John MacNeill, T.D., proposed 
that the auditors’ report be printed at the 
expense of the Society. Speaking of State 
worship, he said that it seemed to him that 
that particular form of idolatry was very 
wide-spread. They had a good deal of it in 
Ireland, and if he might venture to offer a 
diagnosis he would say that that particular 
disease was the real cause cf the enormous 
and calamitous four years’ war that they had 
had, Alluding to the issue at the last General 
Election in Canada, and to the relations of 
the ‘Governor-General there to the Prime 
Minister of Canada as being the same in all 
essential facts as the relations of the Crown 
to the Prime Minister of Great. Britain, he 
said that they had now going on what was 
known as the Imperial Conference. It might 
be assumed from what had been stated in a 
journalistic way that one of the results of 
that Conference would be to define these con- 
stitutional matters in some sense, but he 
would take it upon himself and venture to 
become a prophet so far as to say that 
the Imperial Conference would do nothing of 
the kind. He thought that they might take 
it ‘as certain that the British Commonwealth 
of Nations would not evolve into a super- 
State over other States, but that each member 
of it would retain that complete fullness of 
dominion which it had at present. There 
were two remarkable political experiments 
before the world at present, one the League 
of Nations and the other the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations, and, of the two, the 
one he had named second was, he thought, 
the more remarkable. They could not venture 
to prophecy what the outcome might. be, but 
at. all events they knew that the Common- 
wealth was a thing that had grown. 

Captain William Redmond, D.8.0.; T.Di, 
who seconded the resolution, said that the 
older type of Imperialism was centralised 
sovereignty; the Imperialism of the British 
Empire—of the Commonwealth of Nations— 
was completely different from the older type, 
which made it possible for people like himself, 
an Irish Nationalist, to wet without, reser- 
vation and without pining, the position ana 
status of a dominion for the Irish nation. 
The sanction of the old Imperialism was 
force; the sanction of the new Imperialism 
was consent — the voluntary co-operation 
of free units. When nowadays they 
spoke of the Empire they meant 
the Commonwealth of free peoples in which 
by her own free act and by her ratified 
Treaty Ireland had decided voluntarily to 
take her: place—if only for the sake of her 
countless scattered children who helped to 
create it, and for the sake of winning back 
to national unity her partitioned territories 
and peoples in the North. 

The Chairman said that he was sure he was 
voicing the wish of every one of them in that 
magnificent gathering in ex mair the hope 
that the Governor-General would address 
them. (Applause.) ; 

The Governor-General, who was cheered for 
fully two minutes, said that he had pleasure 
in erNorsing all that had been said about the 
skilfnl and scholarly exposition of his subject 
by the Auditor. It was an extremely 
dexterous paper, and it promised the Auditor 
a great future in discussions both on phil- 
osophy and religion. From his point of view 
he thought that the Auditor tonched the 
question of Imperialism in a spiritual and 
religious sense—in other words, the paper was 
designed to lead them to things .eternal. 
(Laughter.) It was a great pleasure to him 
to come amongst them once again. Occasions 
like this were stimulating to both young and 
old, and he wished the youngest and humblest 
mau there that night to remember that it was 
as a young and humble man that their Chair- 
man entered that hall. (Applause.) 


THE DOMINIONS’ CONFERENCE. 


The Chairman, at the conclusion, said that 
he could not conceive anything more en- 
couraging when mage | ggg « the future of 
the Free State than the attitude that had 
apparently been taken up by their representa- 
tives at the. Dominions Conference. (Ap- 
plause.) He referred more particularly to 
the action of President Cosgrave in regard to 
the explanation he gave of his absence from 
the celebration in Westminster Abbey. That 
document was not easly a courageous and frank 
expositior of his feelings, but was generous 
to the extreme and was admirable in regard 
to the language in- which it was couched, not 
merely for the simplicity of its terms, but 
the grace agd dignity that it contained. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

Those who were acquainted with the terms 
of the Treaty knew that there were links in 
it that connected us with the great Commun- 
wealth of Nations. Combined they were like 
a strong rope that formed a very strong link, 
but if they began to sever them one by one 
he was greatly afraid that the whole bond 
would snap, and it was for this reason that 
he listened with regret to the attempt made 
a few years ago by indirect legislation to 
deprive the subject of the Free State of his 
right of appeal. to the Privy Council. He 
had never known an able judge yet who did 
not desire that his decision should be made 
the subject of appeal, and if they were to 
gain the confidence of foreign nations and of 
their brethren in Great Britain; if they ‘were 
to have trade relations established between 
this country and those countries the one thing 
essential was that they should inspire them 
with confidence in the administration of 
justice. He did hope that that link would 
never be severed, because he re ed it as 
one cf the greatest guardians of their civil 
and religious liberty. 

The proceedings then concluded. 


GREAT NORTHERN DIOCESE. 


At the last meeting of the General Synod of 
the Church of Ireland, the principle of divid- 
ing the Diocese of Down and Connor and 
Dromore into two was approved. 

The Diocesan Council, in a report which 
will be laid before the Diocesan Synod on 
oseeaes 22nd, vom that it Pigg ne 
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ies. shall vary with the fluctuation of 
! population. Article 26 says:— — 


members who represent constituencies 
determined by law. The number of 

~ members shall be fixed from time to time 
by the Oireachtas, but the total number 
of members of Dail Eireann (exclusive of 
members for the Universities) shall not 
be fixed at less than one member for 
each thirty thousand of the population, 
or at more than one member for each 
twenty thousand of the population: 
provided that the proportion between the 
number of members to be elected at any 
time for each constituency, and the popu- 
lation of each constituency, as ascer- 
tained at the last preceding census, 
shall, so far as is possible, be 
identical throughout the country. The 
members shall be elected upon principles 
of proportional rpresentation. The 
Oireachtas shall revise the constituencies 
at least once in every ten years, with 
dis regard to changes in distribution of 
population, hut any alterations in the 
constituencies shall not take effect durin 
she life of Dail Eireann sitting when such 
revision is made.”’ 

{MMEDIATE CHANGE SUGGESTED. 

Very considerable changes in the distribu- 
tion of the population have taken plate, and 
tho view is strongly held by several members 
of the Dail with whom I have discussed the 
matter that a revision of the constituencies 
must be made ‘efore the general election. 

Wheth : the Government will decide upon 
revision remains to be seen. It is pointed 
out on its behalf that, owing to the number 
of measures to be got. through before the 
election, it may be impossible to deal with 
the revision of constituencies. Attention is 
also drawn to the preliminary and tentative 
character of the Census returns, which may 
be substantially amended in the final report. 

Another interpretation of the Article is that 
the Government may postpone revision unti! 
after the ‘election. About this opinion differs 
widely, but the view is based on the sentence 
whic! reads: “The O° eachtas shall revise the 
constituencies at least once in every ten

OBITUARY. 
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THE REV. R. M. KER. 


We regret to announce the death of the 
Rev. R. M. Ker, President of the Methodist 
Church in Ireland, and Superintendent of the 
| Belfast City Mission, which occurred yester- 
day in Cork. 

Mr. Ker preached in the Wesley Chapel, 
Cork, on the 17th inst., and spoke at a pu lic 
meeting in the same church on the following 
evening. He intended to start on a tour of 
the smaller centres in the South on the 19th 
inst., but became unwell, and the next day 
it was mation? that he was suffering from 
pneumonia. 

A son of the late Rev. Robert Ker, he 
entered the ministry in 1895, his first circuit 
being Moira, where he laboured with great 
success in the Donacloney Division. His zeal 
and enthusiasm attracted the attention of the 
late Dr. Crawford Johnston, the founder of 
the Belfast Central Mission, at whose request 
the Conference, in 1898, appointed him as 
junior colleague to the Superintendent. His 
twenty-eight years’ service in the Mission is a 
unigne record; and no other Methodist 
minister has served for such a long period in 
ene station. On the retirement of Dr. 
Johnston in 1904, Mr. Ker became Superin- 
tendent of the Mission, and under his guid- 
ance its ramifications and influence increased 
greatly. i fh, 

In 1908 Mr. Ker was appointed Editorial 
Secretary of the Conference, and later he be- 
came Journal Secretary and Senior Assistant 
Secratery. In 1922, when the Rev. James M. 
Allev. the then Secretary, became President, 
Mr. Ker was appointed Secretary of the Con- 
ference, a position he held until this year, 
when he was appointed President. He was 
Ministerial Secretary of the Orphan Fund, 
and for many years was Secretary to the 
Methodist College, Belfast. Only a man of 
exceptional energy and enthusiasm could have 
discharged the duties of these offices while 
superintending the work of one of the biggest 
Missions in Great Britain or Ireland, with its 
many branches, NO a, an orphan and holi- 

home at Whitehead. 

4 for many years Mr. Ker had aimed at re- 
building the Grosvenor Hall, the central 
premises of the mission, and the work, which, 
when completed, will cost £50,000, is now in 
progress. The foundation stone is to be laid 
to-morrow by the Duchess of Abercorn. One 
of Mr. Ker’s last acts was to dictate a 
message which will be read at the ceremony. 

In his many-sided labours Mr. Ker was 
helped greatly by his wife, who is a daughter 
of the late Mr. Henry Mathers, J.P., Maralin. 


MR. J. T. RICHARDSON, D.L.

Relating to the jur, what he described as 
a shocking, squalid narrative, Mr, Carrigap 
said that Dollisson was a man of between 
70 and 80 years of age, who lived in a poor 
cabin in Barrack lane, New Ross, and was 
a shoemaker, living alone. A woman named 
Julia O'Neill lived®uext door to him. She 
hac a family cr six little children, and, as a 
war widow, was paid a pension of £2 10s. a 
week. She was the paramour of McHugh, 
an’ at the time of the murder was within a 
month of her confinement of a child, of 
which McHugh was the father. eg 

On the night in question, McHugh visited 
th» woman's house as ‘sual. She gave him 
2 bottle of stout, and there was some talk 
about money that Dollisson was supposed to 
have hoarded. About midnight the two of 
them went into Dollisson’s house, and de- 
man” the money. There was no evidence 
of the attitude of the old man, or his reply 
to the d-mand- but it would be proved that 
McHugh seized a cobbler’s last and struck 
the old man again and again, and probably 
killed him outright, The last was used with 
such violence that portion of it was broken. 
Fifteen wounds were inflicted on .the old 
man’s head. : 

Having searched the house, McHngh 
dragge. the body across the floor of the 
kitchen to the foot of the little staircase, got 
some straw, and directed the woman to mop 
up the blood from the earthen floor. |The 
wretched woman did not contemplate that 
murder would be the outcome of the robbery. 


CONSPIRACY TO ROB. 

Julia O'Neill, who was brought up from 
the cells, was then examined, ang bore out 
Mr. Carrigan’s statement. When she asked 
McHugh if he got any money he replied, “I 
will tell you later,” but he never told her. 

Annie O'Neill, a little girl, aged thirteen 
years, gave evidence that on this night her 
mother and McHugh had a conversation about 
Dollisson’s money. They went into Dollisson’s 
house afterwards, and when she went to the door 
she heard McHugh say, ‘‘ Hand me out what- 
ever money you have.” . Dollisson said that 
he had no money. Then there was “an 
awful noise.” She became frightened and ran 
into her house and went to bed. 

- Guard Prior gave evidence that when he 
called to Dollisson’s house to collect the 
Census form he found the old man’s hody, 
stiff and cold, in the kitchen. 
broken last in a coal-hole under the staircase. 

Superintendent Kilroy gave evidence that 
when he arrested him McHugh had £3 Os. 5d. 
in notes, silver and copper in his possession. 

Patrick Dooley gave evidence that during 
the week in which the murder was committed 
McHugh worked four days for him at 4s. a 
day. 


WOMAN’S PLEA. 

At the sitting of the Court, Julia O’Neill 
pleaded not. guilty to aiding, abetting and 
assisting McHugh to murder Dollisson. . She 
pleaded guilty to harbouring McHugh know- 
ing that he had committed the murder. . 

r. Carrigan entered a nolle prosequt on 
the first count, and the prisoner was put back 
for sentence on the charge of harbouring. 

Mr. F. Sweeney (instructed by Messrs. 
Joyce and Joyce), representing the accused 
woman, made a plea for clemency on the 

ounds that she was not in health at 
the time of the murder, that she came under 
the influence of a stronger mentality, and that 
she was not responsible for her actions.

The Syrian Mandate. 
While a special commit 


in 

the problem of mandates, an báiní 
if rather disturbing, item of information 
is being bandied about the European 
Chancelleries. It seems that Italy and 
France are engaged in negotiations to 
transfer the French mandate for Syria 
to the Italian Government. Italy is 
anxious to secure colonial mandates, 
especially in Africa or Asia Minor, 
as the problem of her surplus population 
is becoming increasingly acute; and, 
after her experiences during the last 
few years, France is reported to be more 
than willing to get rid of Syria. Natur- 
ally, M. Poincaré will not admit that 
French policy has failed, but there’ is 
little doubt that none of the French parties 
wishes to continue the irritating drain on 
the national resources which is made 
necessary by the constant outbreaks of 
armed rebellion in this vexed area. 
Of course, M. Poincaré will be unlikely 
to give this great concession to Italy— 
much as he may desire to make a change— 
without some substantial quid pro quo. 
It is reported that the Italian Government 
is prepared to give France a guarantee 
that it will abandon definitely its well- 
known aspirations in Tangier and 
Northern Africa, and will not insist on its 
claims for special treatment of Italian 
minorities in the French Protectorates. 
Colour is. given to these statements by the 
fact that M. Briand has held long 
versations with Baron Avezzana, 
Italian Ambassador in Paris. 

The Turkish Government is very uneasy. 
It knows that Signor- Mussolini has 
designs on Asia Minor, and fears that, if 
he should obtain the Syrian mandate, he 
would not hesitate to seize Cilicia, thus 
opening the road towards the Adalia region 
which formerly was held by Italy. Unfor- 
tunately, from the Turkish point of view, 
Turkey is not a member of the League of 
Nations. Before the last election certain 
Turkish Ministers urged Mustapha Kemal

on the Council; but the Turkish Premier, 
for reasons of his own, preferred to wait. 
Turkey is concerned very closely in the 
future fate of Syria, and if, and when, 
the matter comes before the League of 
Nations, she will be forced to seek the 
advocacy of Germany, who is her only 
friend on the Council.

business. The methods of 1914, followed 
to-day, would lead to general failure. 
Standardisation in service, elimination of 
waste, scientific systems of marketing— 
these are the expedients by which pro- 
gressive lands are attaining or maintain- 
ing prosperity. They must be assimilated 
in Ireland, too, and to that end several 
measures that deserve public approval are 
contemplated b, the Dublin Chamber. Mr. 
George N. Jacob, the President, told how 
it is proposed to link up the various trade 
associations of the Free State by offering 
accommodation and secretarial services at 
the Chamber’s offices. If it were possible 
to bring under one roof the councils of 
business men charged with the interests of 
various industries, something like an 
economic parliament would be evolyed. The 
Government would be able to cofi#ult, in 
such a body, the mature opinion of the 
business community touching necessary 
legislation or any desirable changes of 
tariffs, taxes and regulations. Mr. 
Jacob stated that the Council hoped 
to set up an Arbitration Court, 
to obtain from the Govern- 
ment a status. To this 
court busines: men would bring their 
disputes for friendly and economic settle- 
ment. Nothing is said regarding the 
possible use of such a tribunal for the 
composure of disagreements between 
masters and wage-earners. We think that 
it would be doubly fruitful in good results 
if its influence could be applied to the 
relations between Capital and Labour, 
fostering a sense of common interest and 
a common reluctance to permit stoppages 
that are injurious to both. Splendid work 
in the public interest could be done by 
such a tribunal in the suppression of 
“ profiteering ’’—an evil which raises the 
cost of living, stimulates discontent among 
the wage-earners, impedes rapid exchange, 
and weighs like a deadening force on the 
economic life of the community. An 
arbitration court, composed of impartial 
minds, could consider costs of production 
and pronounce upon the just price of 
necessaries of hfe, such as bread, fuel and 
agricultural produce, thus bringing odium 
upon the meetin exploiter of the 
people’s needs, while safeguarding the 
honest. producer against unfgir suspicion 
and uneconomic returns. Private fore- 
stalling of the market, wasteful to the 
nation and usually as unprofitable as 
gambling, could be checked. We regret 
that the Free State Government has not 
availed itself of the offer of the Chamber 
to assist in the investigation of means for 
the reduction of State expenditure. There 
are ‘many departments of Government ex- 
penditure in which disinterested advice by 
business experts could point to possibilites 
of substantial saving. It is true that the 
economy which the community needs is not 
to be effected merely by the saving of a 
few thousand pounds in Government 
offices; but the fact that the Government 
was observing Spartan frugality would 
silence unfair critics and would set a fine 
example to the people.

Reform of the Calendar. 


Two years ago the League of Nations 
empowered a special committee to inquire 
into the reform of the Calendar. As a 
result of its labours, which included the 
study of no fewer than 185 schemes, the 
committee has thrown up its hands. It 
has reported that public opinion. “‘ is not 
yet prepared, even if it welcomes reform, 
to press for immediate action in a par- 
ticular direction.”’” On one ‘item of 
reform, however—the fixing of a date for 
Kaster—the committee makes a definite 
recommendation. It proposes that the 
date of Easter, which now ranges between 
March 22nd and April 25th, shall be fixed 
on the Sunday following the second 
Saturday in April. The advantages of a 
fixed Easter are obvious. Nearly all the 
Christian Churches, including the Church 
of England, are ready to accept it; and 
the Vatican, which has been the principal 
opponent of change, is said to have 
modified its views during the present 
decade. Only five of the larger schemes 
for reform came from Great Britain, who 
cultivates the mathematical mind in’ no 
department of life and takes all sorts of 
constitutional and social anomalies in her 
easy stride. On the other hand, 33 of the 
185 schemes were submitted by France, 
who still nourishes. the Latin genius for 
clear and precise thought. The French 
reformers are troubled, in the main, by 
the 565th day of the year. One plan 
proposes that thig day shall not be counted 
in the week, but shall stand apart as New 
Year’s Day. Another plan would add 
the same blank day to a ‘year divided 
symmetrically into thirteen months of 
twenty-eight days apiece. Here, however, 
as the Daily Telegraph suggests, the 
almost universal superstition about the 
number “ 13” might be a stumbling- 
block ; and the naming of the new month

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THE TURF-CUTTERS. 


(By 1. J. NORTH-BOMFORD.) 


They are not a romantic class, save now 
and again in the matter of prices. Truthfully 
speaking, there is little romance in the busi- 
ness. Most of it is on the consumer’s side. 
As he sits in the winter evenings before the 
results of the turf-cutter’s labours, he may 
dream of vistas of purple heather, of the wind 
on the heath, ond the curlews calling over 
the moor; but the turf-cutter does not notice 
such things. 

He is not usually a very pro:perous member 
of the community. No man earns his money 
harder. Yet it looks such easy work—the 
clearing of the bank and the removal of the 
yielding bog mould until the more solid stuff 
is reached. Yet the fibrous heather roots 
blunt the spade and put you in a fever of 
vexation. The first stratum is useless for 
selling purposes—it is the rpatcós or white 
turf, light and spongy, which flares up and 
is so quickly consumed. The turf-cutter keeps 
this for his own use, 

The real labour begins when he penetrates 
to the stone turf. Now the water is the 
enemy, and constant teemings add to the 
slanesman’s labours. He is paid five times. as 
much as the barrow-man, and he earns every 
penny of it. ‘‘It pulls the ribs out of you,” 
e will tell you, as he stands with the bog- 
water, like brown vinegar, creeping into his 
boots. You have only to try pitching the 
heavy black sods from the deep pit for an 
hour or so to realise the truth of what he 
says. 

‘* Footing ” the turf is a back-breaking job 
—the women do it best—but the turf-man’s 
troubles are not over yet. No primrose path 
leads from the low bank to the boreen where 
the dry turf is dumped. More often it is a 
cart track, where the donkey cart sinks to 
the axle and crawls rilously over the 
slippery planks which bridge the intersecting 
rains. Even then he has so many miles to 
travel before he can find a market that only 
one journey in the day is possible. 

In some districts the very quintessence of 
turf is made. Water is mixed with the black 
mould and bare-footed children trample it, to 
the tg oe consistency, when it is formed by 
hand into shapes resembling cottage loaves 
and laid out on planks to dry. It cost thirty 
shillings a load in more prosperous times than 
these. One shudders at what the price must 
be now. Lucky is he who has a store of it 
for his Christmas fire.

Hope of Negotiations. 


_I understand that the negotiations now 
taking place in relation to the coal disputa 
have very little substance, since the Trade 
Union Congress has no definite plan to 
put forward. The Trade Union Congress 
is rather hopeful that it may get the 
Government to induce the parties to the 
dispute to meet again over a council table 
without agenda or pre-arranged terms, so 
that the whole question may be reviewed 
again in a dispassionate manner. It is 
thought that the Executive of the Miners’ 
Federation will be ready to attend sucb 
a meeting, but the Coal Association isa 
different proposition altogether. The poin{ 
of view taken by the Association is that 
the strike must soon peter out. 


Improved Coal Rations. 


The present coal ration here is one cwt. 
per fortnight, and it is presumably as an 
indication that the situation is improving 
that there is a hint that it soon may be 
doubled. It is by no means definite, how- 
ever, because foreign supplies are not. 
arriving with the regularity of last month. 
The railways are somewhat short of foreign 
fuel, and if. may necessary to supply 
them with British coal. The Minister of 
Mines is quite determined not to control 
the price of coal, maintaining that with 
more abundant supplies the present price 
must fall, 


Scottish Conservatives. 


Mr. Baldwin has received an invitation 
to go North on November 12th and address 
the delegates to the annual Conference of 
Scottish Conservative Assoc ations, to ba 
held in Glasgow. There will be a great 
public demonstration in the evening, when 
it is hoped that the Prime Minister wil) 
be ab’e to make an important speech. 


Disarmament, 


A new International Disarmament Con- 
ference may be called together before long 
in. order that the work begun by the 
Washington Conference may be continued. 
The agreement drawn up by the Conference 
provided only for a limitation of capital 
ships, and it did not extend to the con- 
struction of vessels below 40,000 tons. 
Japan has been cruelly tried of late years, 
and finds that her finances are not equal 
now to keeping pace with the construction 
of these uncontrolled vessels by other 
countries. A movement has been initiated 
in Tokio, therefore, to bring about another 
meeting of the Powers with the object of 
extending the Washington Agreement to 
war vessels of all descriptions. 


Imperial. Markets. 


The Empire Marketing Board is getting 
to work to carry: out its purpose, and 
early next month Mr. Amery and the 
members of the Board will give an exhibi- 
tion of the original designs for the posters 
which, the Economic Committee recently 
suggested, should form a prominent part 
in the marketing campaign. These posters 
will be reproduced in large numbers, and, 
in addition to enlivening the streets and 
railway stations, they will advocate in 
very clear terms the use of British produce 
to the fullest extent by British people. 
The Empire Marketing Board seems to be 
a really live body, and' its efforts: should 
prove of great service when it is in full 
working order. 


The White Lodge. 


It was announced some time ago that 
the Duke and Duchess of York intended 
to give up living at the White Lodge in 
Richmond Park, since they found it too 
far from London to be comfortable, while 
their new house in Piccadilly will suit 
them far better. The granting of a life 
lease by the King to Lord Lee of Fareham 
is a graceful act; for it. was he who gave 
Chequers, his country house, to the State 
for a country home for Prime Ministers. 
A life lease means that Lord Lee can 
occupy the White Lodge until his death 
unless he relinquishes it of his own accord. 
The Dowager-Countess of Dudley has a 
house near the White Lodge held on 
similar terms from the Crown. The re- 
moval of Lord and Lady Lee to the White 
Lodge will not be an easy undertaking ; 
for they possess a very fine art collection. 
The house in the past has contained some 
fine pictures, but nothing approaching 
those owned by Lord Lee. The Duke of 
York has many possessions in the form of 
decorative furnishings, but his collection 
of pictures is small and unimportant. The 
White Lodge* has an abundance of wall 
space, so that Lord Lee, should he take 
his pictures there, will not be without 
facilities to display them. 


Trades Union Legislation. 


A number of Conservative members of 
the House of Commons sympathise with 
the action which Mr. Dixey, the Conserv4- 
tive member for Cockermouth, intends to 
take when the House reassembles ; for he 
has given notice of his purpose en 
November 9th to introduce a bill + 
prevent any strike or lock-out in any 
industrial dispute until a preliminar’ 
arbitration has taken place before a 
properly constituted court. It is probable 
that the House will give leave that the 
bill shall be brought in, but it will have 
no chance whatever of passing into law, 
since the Government, in view of its pro- 
posed legislation on trade unions, will give 
it no facilities. ~

-The Conference, above all else, 
brings home to the least. imaginative of its 
members the enormous size of the. British 
Empite, and the amazing diversity of its 
interests. There are so many differences of 
race, religion, custom,.- outlook, language, 
occupation and life, that one becomes lost in 
wonder at. its fundamental unity. What does 
some. finicking question about the meaning of 
a word in this or that document. matter when 
you are dealing with one-fourth of the popu- 
lation of the inhabited globe. 

Downing street to-day contains a microcosm 
of civilisation, and when one begins to 
examine the complaints’ of any particular 
Dominion through glasses of Empire they 
look ridiculously small and unimportant. 
Personal contact with the overseas repre- 
sentatives very quickly corrects one’s sense 
of perspective, and. the things that seem of 
vital moment at home, whep placed in their 
rightin! place among the mpraid problems. of 
the combined Commonwealth, reveal them- 
selves as mere bagatelles. é 

The Conference is an education for every- 
body, and, although in one way it induces a 
feeling of humility, it, also gives one a new 
scnse of national consciousness, for every day 
one comes across some fresh evidence of the 
leading part which is being played by Irish- 
men in every corner o: the Empire. 


RESEARCH WORK. 


A number of committees met to-day. The 
Sub-Committee on Economic Affairs again 
discussed statistics, a subject over which one 
finds enthusiasm rather difficult to sustain, 
but the Research Committee did some im- 
portant work. This possibly is the most 
valuable committee of them all. Its task is 
to survey the whole field of Empire, with a 
view to finding out what. is being done and 
what can be done in the way of .research 
work to develop the enormous potentialities 
oi the Commonwealth. i 

The general idea is that research workers 
shall be interchanged among the Dominions 
and the mother lands, and that students and 
investigators shall be sent out through the 
Empire to help the Dominions to make the 
most of their almost infinite resources. 

Much stress has been laid on the import- 
ance of a quick interchange of information. 
J£ the Free State, for instance, should dis- 
cover some new method of sterilising milk 
o- of spraying potatoes, the committee is 
anxious that all the other Dominions should 
be given the advantage of its discovery 
without delay, and so on. 


TRANSPORT PROBLEMS. 


A great deal of care is being expended on 
problems of transpért in. connection with the 
production of. foodstuffs, and in this respect 
the interests of the Free State are obvious. 
Some conception of the vastness of this com- 
mittee’s work may be gained from’ know- 
ledge of some of the subjects that are being 
discussed. - 

Canada, for example, has been concentrating 
of late on the investigation of tuberculosis, 
not only in human beings but also in animals, 
New Zealand is making close researches into 
the problem of fruit pests, while Australia is 
interested keenly in new methods for the pre- 
servation and storage of perishable foods. 

This committee is about to split up into a 
number of sub-committees, every one of which 
will be given some particular problem to 
examine, and it is hoped that before the Con- 
ference’ has come to an end a system of 
machinery will have evolved which will keep 
research workers in every part of the Empire 
in the closest touch with one another. 
To-morrow there will be a most important 
meeting of the Conference, when air comm ini- 
cations in the civil aspect will be discussed. 
Sir Samuel Hoare, Secretary of State for Air, 
will: make an exhaustive statement which is 
being anticipated with the keenest interest by 
all the delegates.

This did not mean 
that the overnment oor .the Post 
Office authorities were inclined to regard 
communication with the planet as within the 
bounds of possibility. The message had been 
handed in to the Central Radio Office at the 
General Post Office, and had been accepted 
for transmission, reception not being guaran- 
teed. It was of a length which would take 
somewhere about three to four minutes to 
ransmit by Morse, and was described as 
being “in no known language.” “The trans- 
raission was to take place on a wave length 
of 18,240 metres, the length which the Rugby 
Station happened to be using last night, and 
a message was to be prefixed with three 
+4 ro? 

An official of the Central Radio Office said 
that the message would probably be charged 
for at the long distance ship rate—viz., 
is. 6d. word. ‘‘The Rugby Station has a 
werld-wide range,” added the official, “ but 
I do not know about the planetary system. 
If people wished to. send out messages, and 
are prepared to pay for them, there does 
not seem to be any valid reason why the 
Fost Office should refuse revenue.”

ITALO:FRENCH 
RELATIONS. 


PARIS AND REPORTS! 
FROM ROME. 
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From ‘ THE Tres ’’ CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Wednesday. 

Baron Romano Avezzana, the Italian 
Ambassador in Paris, yesterday visited the 
Quai D’Orsay, and had a conversation with 
M. Briand. Reports from Rome state that 
several Italian newspapers attached very 
great importance to this visit, which they 
regarded as the one of serious negotia- 
tions on the subject of Tunisia and other 
Mediterranean questions, and even as likely 
to lead to a meeting between M. Briand and 
Signor Mussolini. In official circles here it 
is declared that no such significance can be 
attached to the visii, It is recognised that 
at some time in the not too distant future 
conversai.ons - ti Italy about’ outstanding 
questions will be necessary, but they have 
not yet begun, and it is statad that the 
ground is not prepared for them. “The re- 
curring suggestions coming from Italy of 
the imminence of conversations with France 
may indicate a desire on the part of the 
Italian Government that. discussions should 
begin, though they may equally well be 
samples of the propaganda with which some 
newspapers nurse the Nationalist spirit. In 
any case it is pointed out that on the ques- 
tions which aré repeatedly thrust forward, 
such as those of Tangier and Tunisia, it is 
the Italians, and not the French, who are 
in the position of making demands. 

It is possible that the consideration of 
these problems would be hastened if there 
were clearer assurances of the general aims 
of Italian policy in Europe.

AMENDMENT OF BANKRUPTCY 
LAWS. 


The President of the Chamber, Mr. George 
N. Jacob, announced that President Cosgrave 
could not attend the meeting as he. was, 
unfortunately, confined to bed. They hoped 
that President Cosgrave would be able to be 
with them on another occasion. -He -sug- 
gested that a message of sympathy should be 
sent from the meeting to President Cosgrave 
in his illness and wishing him a _ speedy 
recovery, , 

The suggestion was agreed to unanimously. 

Mr. Jacob said that for many years it had 
been felt that the existing bankruptcy laws 
needed amendment to bring them more in 
touch with modern trading conditions. The 
latest law dealing with bankruptcy. was 
passed in 1872, since when vast changes had 
taken place in trading conditions; and, 
furthermore, with the increased jurisdiction 
accorded to certain of their courts under 
recent legislation, it was not. difficult to ses 
why aniendments were necessary:’ Early this 
year the Council took the matter up ‘and 
appointed a special conference, under the 
chairmanship of the Vice-President, consist- 
ing of representatives of the Chamber, the 
Incorporated Law Society, the .Institúte of 
Chartéred Accountants and ° Auditors, the 
Dublin Mercantile Association and the Asso- 
ciation of Chambers of Commerce of the Irish 
Free State. . | 

The conference submitted a report which 
was forwarded to the Government with the 
request that early effect should be given to 
the recommendations. They had. not yet 
received any notification of the Government’s 
intention, but they hoped that in the coming 
Parliamentary session it would be found 
practicable to introduce the necessary legis- 
lation. 

NORTH’S EXAMPLE. 

In connection with that matter, he saw 
that the Government of Northern Ireland had 
appointed a departmental committee, with 
terms oí reference practically the same as 
those of the special conference, and it would 
certainly be an advantage to the country as 
a whole if similar steps were taken by both 
Governments. (Hear, hear.) | 

Referring to the importance of the Chambe 
to the business community, he said that since 
the Ist June last over 230 new names had 
been added to the membership, and there was 
every reasen to believe that future months 
would eontinie to show equally satisfactory 
results. (Hear; hear.) There were in Dublin 
many associations of business men established 
to safeguard the interests of particular trades. 
Many of the individual members of these 
associations were members: of the Chamber, 
but between the ussociations and the Chamber 
there was not sufficient direct co-operation. 

It was felt that there should be such 
co-operation, because while the associations 
dealt with individual trade safeguards or griev- 
ances, matters arose from time to time 
which relate to the general’ welfare of the 
trade and commerce of the city, and which 
could be more adequately dealt with by the 
only body entitled to speak on behalf of the 
entire business community. 


A GENEROUS OFFER. 

In order to interest these associations in 
the work of the Chamber they had decided 
to offer any trade association requiring same 
full secretarial services and office accommo- 
dation, or office accammodation alone. at 
very moderate fees. Agsociations taking ad- 
vantage of the offer would be quite free and 
independent of any control or supervision by 
the Chamber. Such centiguity, they hoped, 
would result in greater interest in the 
Chamber’s work, and lead to closer co-opera- 
tion in all matters relating to the welfare 
of the trade of the city. 

They looked forward to the time when 
they would have honsed in their buildings 
and linked up with the Chamber a strong 
chain of groups closely in touch with the 
Council, which then would be in a much 
better position to speak as the authorised 
and recognised voice of the commercial com- 
munity of Dublin with, he was sure. far- 
reaching benefits te their trade. (Hear, 
hear.) To remove any misapprehension 
which might exist in the minds of members 
as a result of that development he might 
say that the Council had no intention of de- 
parting from its time-honoured practice of 
non-interference in matters affecting laboura 
auisputes. | 

The development naturally led to the ac- 
quirement of additional accommodation, and 
they had obtained a lease of a large suitable 
room in the Commercial Buildings, which 
had been redecorated and furnished, and 
was now ready for inspection and occupa: 
tion. Apart from the use to which it would 
primarily be put the room would be avail- 
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. There had been a further development de- 
cided upon. which should -apbeal to business 
men, not lone in Dublin, but all over the 
Irish Free State. The Council had felt that 
there was a need of a tribunal which would 
determine, chéaply and” efficiently, any of 
the many’ commercial. disputes. which,-arose 
in the erdinary rse of business.’ ; ‘There 
were many casés in’) whi 
pute were averse to li 
prefer to accept the decision of an absolutely 
independent arbitrator’ af. hibitenters ow the 
questions at issue. ae os | 

The reason why © erbitration had 
not been more commonly. atilised in 
ireland was that there was no distinctly in- 
dependent, and neutral.onganisation in exist- 
ence .thr which” arbitration could be 
conducted, To meet the case, and as a further 
indication of the desire of the Chamber to 
facilitate the business community, the Council 
had decided to set up an organisation, to he 
called “ The Chamber of Commerce. (Dublin) 
Arbitration Court.”’ 

The Court would be managed by an inde- 
pendent Arbitration Committee, the members 
of which would be appointed for three years, 
and would be thoroughly representative of 
the more important trading interests in the 
city. The Committee would select a panel of 
arbitrators and make the rules necessary for 
the management of the Court. Invitations 
nad been issued to a number of prominent 
business men to act on the Committee, and 
he was glad to anngunce that the following 
had already acceptedJ—J. C. M. Eason, David 
Barry, John Good, T.D.; William Hewat, 
T.D. ; Eugene McArdle, John Mackie, F.C. A.» 
T. KR. McCullagh, Captain A. R. O’Conor, 
William Crowe, W. F. Hanna, and W. P. 
Sheriff. 

lt was hoped to have the rules of the 
Arbitration Court ready for issue at an early 
date. It would probably be found necessary 
to request the Government to introduce an 
Arbitration Act similar to that in operation in 
Great Britain, and also to ratify the Arbitra- 
tion Protocol of the League of Nations, under 
which arbitration awards in this country 
would be made legal in any nation which 
bas ratified the protocol. (Hear, hear.) 

EFFECT OF COAL STOPPAGE. 

When he addressed them in May last he 
regretted that there was no appreciable sign 
of improvements in trading conditions, Since 
then they had felt the effects of the British 
coal stoppage, which naturally had been very 
detrimental, inasmuch as expenses had 1n- 
creased, while the purchasing power of their 
best customers had been considerably reduced. 
Taking, however, all facts into consideration, 
and judging from various signs and symptoms 
which point to a re-establishment of con- 
fidence in the future welfare and development 
of the country, he was hopeful that the busi- 
ness men had passed through the worst 
period, and that they were approaching the 
beginning of an era of better times. i 

There was too much tendency on the part 
of many to take a pessimistic view of trade, 
which, to say the least, was. not conducive to 
success. That frame of mind led to apathy, 
and appeal to the Government to render 
assistance to overcome difficulties, the solution 
of which might be found by individual effort 
and enterprise. Undoubtedly, business men 
had gone through a very trying period, but 
he would remind them that they were not 
alone in that respect. The Free State, accord- 
ing to a very eminent authority—I rofessor 
Parker Willis—was an elysium compared with 
most other European a ae his 

inion was one that must be respected.

He believed that no industry in the country 
could be made completely successful except 
by the individual and collective enterprise of. 
those in control and management of. it 
Palliatives such as tariffs and subsidies might 
help as temporary expedients and lead to 
tempordry success, but in the long run they 
tended to sap that spirit of individual de- 
termination to succeed upon which all the 
principal industries in this and other countries 
had been built’ up and developed by those 
in control of them. (Hear, hear.) 

The essential to a development of trade 
as well as to @ revival of employment. was 


rigid economy in national and local expendi- 


ture. As representing the business com- 
munity, they had on various occasions placed 
their views on that question before the 
Minister for Finance. It was but a truism 
to say that the present heavy ‘burdens on the 
taxpayers hindered the development of in- 
dustry. In a great many cases capital which 
should be utilised for development had to go 
to meet the demands of the income tax 
officer. They recognised fully the difficulties 
which the Government had had to face, and 
thev paid full tribute to their efforts to 
stabilise Irish credit, but they said that there 
must be a reduction in national expenditure, 
which could he reflected in a reduction of 
income tax.

VESTED INTERESTS. 

Lhey recognised the difficultaes of the Go- 
vernment in dealing with vested interests, 
some of which the Government inherited, and 
some of which they themselves established 
without, the Chamber considered, due reason. 
To advise and assist the Government in deal- 
ing with that difficult question, and to arouse 
public opinion on the matter, they had re- 
commended the appcintment of a committee 
on the lines of the Geddes Committee. The 
recommendation, though made in all good 
faith for the purposes he had mentioned, and 
not as a means to p.»vide material for the 
criticism of the Government, had not, he 
regretted to say, been accepted. 

They would continue to press thgir views 
in that direction, in the hope that the Go- 
vernment would see that the best interests, 
both of the country and the Government, 
wouid be served by obtaining the advice of 
a qualified and ,unbiassed committee on a 
matter of paramount importance to the 
nation. (Applause.) 

Mr. Jacob pointed ovt the advantage of a 
closer co-operation between the Government 
and the Chamber of Commerce, particularly 
in regard to legislation affecting trade and 
commerce. It was, he hoped, not too much 
to ask that the Chamb-~s who represent the 
business communit: should be consulted on 
such legislation before a bill was introduced 
into Parliament. They might not agree with 
all their recommendations, but they believed 
that by such co-operation a better under- 
standing could be created and many sources 
of friction removed. 

In that connection he would suggest the 
formation of a special committee, representa- 
tive of all the Chambers of Commerce in the 
Irish Free State, which would always be 
available for con:ultations with the Govern- 
ment, and act as a liaison body between 
the Government and the business community. 
In countries much more wealthy and power- 
foal than the Free State, Governments did 
not hesitate to take representatives of 
Chambers of Commerce into their confidence 
when matters of commercial interest were 
under consideration. He offered the Govern- 
ment their heartiest co-pperation and good- 


will in helping tovgards the development of 


the country and its re:-urces. They might 
criticise at times, but he could assure them 
that the criticism would always be construc- 
tive. (Applause.) 


PROPORTIONAL REPRESENTATION. 

Mr. John Mackie, F.C.A., said that. tariffs 
were intended as palliatives, and in his 
opinion the less they had to do with them 
the better for the trade of the country.

BANKRUPTCY. 

‘The bankruptcy laws required amendment, 
and the Minister of Justice should deal with 
the particular points raised” by the Chamber. 
‘These. were very simple matters, and could 
be remedied by an amending Act, but it 
looked at present as if they should wait for 
the larger question to be settled. They con- 
sidered that an undischarged bankrupt should 
be liable to a penalty if he did not disclose 
the fact when getting goods for over £10. 
There was a penalty for such an offence 
across the water. There was no provision 
made for a person to notify the fact that he 
had transferred his business. It was a serious

BARLEY-GROWING IN THE FREE. 


STATE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—In your issue of the 23rd ‘inst. I 
notice a reference:to the very critical position 
of the farmers in the barley-growing districts 
of Ireland, the consideration of their plight 
by the Executive of the Irish Farmers’ Union; 
and suggested remedies therefor, That “the 
farmers of the barley-growing districts of 
Ireland are in a desperate position, owing to 
the wretched prices paid them for their pro- 
duce of best malting barley this year, admits 
of no doubt whatever, and in their plight 
are involved the agricultural labourers of the 
whole of the tillage farming districts of the 
seven chief barley-growing counties of 
Ireland. 

Messrs. (Guinness dictate the price .of 
malting barley grown in Ireland; no distiller 
or small brewer dare offer a price for Irish 
malting barley until the opening 
been fixed by Messrs. Guinness, Everyone 
knows this, and every customer of the dis- 
tillers and private brewers of Ireland’ “ean 
testify that the answer given to their queries 
as to price when showing their samples is: 
“ You must wait until barley prices open,”’ 
and the opening price is delayed until Messrs. 
Guinness say at what price their maltsters 
all over the country can take in the barley, 

The present Executive of the Farmers’ 


of the seven or eight chief barley- 
counties. <he local executives of those 
counties have again and again instructed their 
representatives to the chief Executive to 
demand, as the only salvation of the barley- 
growers, a tariff of some 10s. per barrel on 
all imported malting barley and malt. The 
Grain-Growers’ Association of Ireland have 
also passed, by overwhélming majorities, a 
resolution for such a tariff, and have ad- 
dressed it to the Minister of Agriculture. 
The Executive of the Farmers’ Union seem 
to be obsessed with the old. academic idea 
of Gladstonian free trade. They oppose any 
kind of tariff which would keep the price of 
malting barley at a reasonable figure for the 
Irish grower, and they fall down and worship 
at, the exploded Shrine of free trade.

to' lls. per barrel, and to neglect the grow- 
ing of prime malting barley at a higher value 
of from*5s. to 6s. per barrel. 

Before I resigned from the irish Farmers’ 
Union ón account of the Executive’s non- 
support of a tariff on Irish-grown malting 
barley a motion of mine was passed at the 
Leix County Executive in favour of such a 
tariff. Further, a year ago the Agricultural 
Committee of the Leix County Council (to 
which I have had the honour of being co- 
opted a member) passed a similar resolution, 
so that Mr. Cobbe’s failure to support a 
tariff at the Executive of the Farmers’ Union 
in Dublin is not at all in accordance with 
the general feeling of the farmers of Leix on 
the subject, nor, I venture to say, of the 
whole of the.farmers of the seven barley- 
growing counties.

ARCHITECTURE IN 
IRELAND.

PROFESSOR BUTLER’S 
LECTURE. 

. Hiberno-Romanesque architecture was the 
subject of a lecture delivered yesterday after- 
noon by. Professor R. M. Butler, in the Hall, 
'18 Lower Leeson street, Dublin. 

- Hiberno-Romanesque, tle lecturer said, is 
& term genéraily applied to the architecture 
of Ireland before the Norman Conquest, from 
the time it had reached a certain ornamental 
and arcuated development. All round-arched 
architecture in Ireland up to the introduction 
of Gothic might be said to come under the 
Same heading. There is a somewhat pre- 
valent view that Romanesque is ‘distinctively 
Irish, and that Gothic is foreign, but Hiberno- 
Romanesque is simply the native rendering 
of the world-wide Romanesque style that 
prevailed over nearly the whole of 
Christendom at that tim. ‘The question of 
the date of Irish Romanesque has been the 
subject of much controversy. There can be 
little doubt, liowever, that there existed in 
Ireland before the Norman Conquest a well- 
developed Romanesque style, with many 
marked and aistinctive features that identify 
and separate it from the Romanesque archi- 
tecture of England and Normandy 


THE BEEHIVE CELLS. 

The earliest stone-bmlt examples 0! 
Christian architecture are the beehive cells of 
ths early monks; these are remarkable 
structures, .shaped like a dome, formed 
with stones, of which each course 
is set projecting until they meet 
in the centre. They show influences of similar 
erections by Christian monks in Egypt, 
dating from the third century. The form of 
construction is tho same as that ir 
‘the early Greek beehivs tombs at Mycenz ; 
the’ constraction is a comvenier one 
for primitiye persons unacquainted with the 
true arch. The next stage is the rectangNar 
structure, with stone-built walls and _hig!i- 
pitched roof of stone, as shown in many of 
the small oratories scattered throughout 
Ireland, forming a link with yet more 
primitive forms. 

Lantern slides were shown of the Church c! 
St. Sinach MacDara, St. Flannan’s Oratory, 
Killaloe; doorways at Maghera  D,erry 
and Clonfert, the Rock of Cashel, the church 
at Kilmakesdar. the doorway of Kilmore 
Cathedral and of Christ Church Cathedral, 
and many others. 

MODERN CHURGH STYLE. 

Speaking of the style for modern Irish 
churches, Proíessor Butler said that a styie 
cannot be invented; nor should it be copied 
or reproduced. Copying or adaptation was 
the bane of architecture in these countries. 
We must look forward, ‘not backward, 1 
Art; there can be no standing still; we must 
either go forward or backward, and our arb 
ought to be expressive of our needs, our 
requirements, and our aspirations—it should 
have life in it. On the other hand, we «a!- 
not cast aside tradition, which is the accumit 
lated knowledge and experience of the past. 
We must study the art of the past, wilt 
particular reference to our own country, and 
it is not impossible that these early 
Romanesque remains, characterised by great 
simplicity and directness, may afford inspira- 
tion for a simple, dignified, and 
architecture, that will be also native and 


characteristic.

ALLOCATION OF FUNDS IN 
COUNTY TYRONE. 


At a meeting f the Tyrone Committee 
of Agriculture the consideration of the agti- 
cultural and live stock schemes for the year 


1927-28, and the provisional allocation of 


funds, was taken up. 

Mr. iM. Welsh, Secretary, said that a rate 
of 1d. in the £ would produce £1,740, and the 
Ministry g ve a giant cof £4,300, so that 
their only income amounted to £6,040. He 
estimated that they would have a balance of 
£1,653 left over from this year's schemes, 
and with .-e poultry and winter classes 
would earn fees amounting to , so that 
the total estimated revenue would be £7,893. 

Mr. Getty, from the Northern Ireland 
Ministry, intimated that his department was 
anxious that county committees should not 
exceed the scale of motoring expenses allowed 
to the central staff; and pointed out that, 
while the central staff were only allowed 4d. 
per mile for motor cars, the Committee had 
allowed 5d. per mile. 

It was decided to adopt the rates fixed 
by the Ministry, and £180 was allocated for 
this purpose. | 

Mr. J. J. Hazleti, J.P., voiced the feelings 
of the ratepayers of the Clogher Valley that 
the Committee did not give the same atten- 
tion to that part of the county as to other 
areas. There were no poultry stations in the 
Clogher Valley; and he was constantly hear- 
ing complaints of neglect by the Committee. 
The people said that all the benefit went to 
the northern end. of the county, and there 
was a good deal of truth in it. 

Miss Woods, poultry instructress, said that 
she intended opening three poultry stations 
in the Clogher Valley this. year. 

The Secretary said that he was making an 
effort to get. a thoroughbred stallion allocated 
to the Clogher Valley. ' 

The schemes were then adopted. 
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39, one professor, and one only, was áp- 
pointed to represent the teaching staff, “al- 
though at that time there were three very 
distinguished professors in the service, and 
none of the twelve gentlemen appointed. to 
represent the annual members held any office 
of emolument in the Academy.
